VIEWS OF A. K. MACOMBER'’S POISSY ESTABLISHMENT IN FRANCE 


A. IK. Macomper’s anp Track, FRANCE 


HE views on this page are from photographs 

taken by L.S. Sutcliffe during his recent visit to 
A. Kingley Macomber’s great breeding establishment 
at Poissy, in France. The upper view is of Mr. 
Macomber’s track and residence, and the lower 
view shows the stables in which are quartered some 
70 horses in training Major Dudley Gilroy is man- 
ager of the establishment. Prior to his going to 
France, Mr. Macomber was a resident of California. 
His wife is a daughter of the late L. V. Harkness, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, who as the ewner of Walnut Hall 
Stock Farm, near Lexington, set up one of the great- 
est’ breeding establishments for standard-bred horses 
in the world. It is still maintained by Dr. O. M. 
Edwards. of Pittsburg. also a son-in-law of the late 


Mr. Harkness, and is still well managed by Harry 


Burgoyne, who came into that position when Mr. 
Harkness bought it some thirty vears ago. Dr. 
H. J. Macomber, who died Jast vear in California, 


was a brother of the gentleman in France, and he 
maintained a stud of Thoroughbreds at Mira Monte, 
the nucleus of which came from the French establish- 
ment. After his death the horses were shipped to 
New York and sold under the auspices of C. J. 
Fitzgerald, and now are in service at a number of 
breeding establishments in Kentucky and other states. 
*Masked Marvel, with which Mr. Macomber won the 
Cambridgeshire England and now in stud 
at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, near Lexington, 
was bred in France at the Macomber establishment, 
and is the latest horse to come to America from there.

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MIKE HALL. last been victims of bad post actors and long 


IKE HALL has three stakes engagements in 

England during the month of October, and 
all plans for his filling them have been made 
and will be carried out, unless something in the 
nature of an accident should prevent. 


The three engagements are the Cesarewitch 
Stakes (handicap) worth approximately $8,000, 
to be run over the Cesarewitch Course (2 miles 
and 2 furlongs) at Newmarket, Wednesday, 
October 16; the Williams Memorial Handi- 
cap, worth approximately $7,500, 2 miles, 
to be run at Sandown. Wednesday, October 23, 
and the Cambridgeshire Stakes (handicap), 
worth approximately $8,750, to be run over the 
new Cambridgeshire Course (last 1 mile and 1 
furlong across the flat) at Newmarket, Wednes- 
day, October 30. 

The running at Newmarket is to the left, and 
in both races the finish is uphill. At Sandown 
the course is oval, 1 mile, 5 furlongs, 33 yards 
in circumference, and the running is to the 
right. All are grass courses. 

Mike Hall, now five years old, is a brown geld- 
ing by *Hourless, from *Clonakilty, by Catmint, 
and is the property of R. M. Eastman, who bred 
him, sold him to Hal Price Headley, and re- 
purchased him last fall. He has continued in 
charge of Mr. Headley, under whose direction he 
now is being trained at Chicago by T. J. Taylor, 
brother of Walter Taylor, regular trainer of the 
Headley horses. 

The plan is to ship him from New York 
October 1. He will go under the management and 
direction of C. J. Fitz Gerald, who has arranged 
to place him with one of the good trainers at 
Newmarket. 

It is intended that the gelding shall have at 
least two races. possibly three, at Lincoln Fields. 
He would have been started in the Crusader’s 
Special Handicap at Hawthorne, August 21, had 
it not been for the presence of Display, a notori- 


ously bad actor, in that event. 

We are in a position to say that this alone kept 
Mike Hall from becoming an entrant for that 
prize. We consider Mr. Headley to have acted 
wisely in safeguarding his friend’s horse in this 
manner, and we applaud him for it. 

All too many good horses have this year and 


delays occasioned by them. 


TETRATEMA. 


HE picture of this year’s leading sire in 

England appearing on the first page of this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE was taken recently 
at Ballylinch Stud, Thomastown, County Kil- 
kenny, Ireland, where he stands the property of 
his breeder, Major Dermot McCalmont. Tetra- 
tema, now twelve years old, is by The Tetrarch, 
from Scotch Gift, by Symington, out of Maund. 
by Tarporley, next dam Ianthe, by The Miser, 
she out of Devonshire Lass, by Hampton. 

Tetratema was unbeaten as a 2-year-old, win- 
ning the National Breeders’ Produce Stakes, 
Molecomb Stakes, Champagne Stakes, Imperial 
Produce Plate and Middle Park Plate. At 
three he won the Two Thousand Guineas, Fernhill 
Stakes at Ascot, King George Stakes at Good- 
wood, and Kennett Stakes at Newmarket; was 
beaten half a length by Silvern in the Green- 
ham Stakes, and was unplaced in the Derby and 
Eclipse Stakes. He again was unbeaten as a 
4-year-old, winning the King’s Stud Stakes at 
Ascot, July Cup, King George Stakes and Snail- 
well Stakes. He earned $108,890. 

He retired to the stud in 1922, and to the end 
ot 1928 had sired the winners of 85 races and 
$314,695. This year his get, to August 12, have 
won 24 races and $243,290 in first monies. His 
three best are Royal Minstrel, Tiffin and Mr. 
Jinks. He has eleven other winners this year, 
including the 2-year-old Queen of the Noire, out 
of Queen’s Double, which has earned approxi- 
mately $30,000. 


FILLIES TOO CHEAP 


HE sales of yearlings just concluded at Sara- 

toga strongly indicate that there is in this 
country an undervaluation, if not a prejudice, 
against fillies for racing purposes. The colts sold 
55 per cent stronger than the fillies. We have 
not examined closely into the ratio of earnings, 
but we have the impression that when the figures 
are looked into it will disclose that the rating re- 
turns will aot show the discrepancy in favor of 
the colts to be so great as maintained at the auc- 
tion sales. 
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BETTER BREEDING. 

= HE fine average of $5,833.33 made by Dr. 
R. L. Woodard for his three yearlings at 

Saratoga should be encouraging especially to 

breeders of Thoroughbreds who have establish- 

ments in Jefferson County, Kentucky. 


Dr. Woodard, a son of the late W. T. Wood- 
ard of Lexington, who was a pioneer in public 
sales of light horses, and a brother to William 
Woodard, trainer and dealer, of Lexington, is 
a practicing physician at Louisville. His resi- 
dence is on a fine farm on the River Road, and 
there he has assembled a small band of well- 
selected mares. 

He patronizes some of the better stallions in 
the Blue Grass counties, sending his mares by 
motor van from his farm. He is finding his 
plan quite profitable, and has the additional 
pleasure of having the mares and foals at home. 
The point is that Dr. Woodard is breeding con- 
structively. The results from the first stage, 
the sale of the product, are indicative of the 
recognition of this fact by those who are to 
have the product for its second stage, which is 
racing. 

Here we find a splendid example of the merit 
of the ages-old injunction to use only the good 
seed. Let the breeders throughout America 
abandon the practice of carrying every Julia, 
Jane and Jenny into their studs and mating 
with every Tom, Dick and Harry, regardleess, 
many times, of physical defects, suitability as to 
individuality and as to blood lines. 

We have entirely too many unsound horses, 
much of the unsoundness being hereditary in 
its nature, and we have too many the result of 
the mating of unworthy dams to sires frequent- 
ly less worthy. 


TOTALIZING. 


HERE is suspicion that at some of the race- 

courses in this country operating under the 
pari-mutuel or kindred system of pooling the 
public is not fairly treated in the matter of com- 
mission deducted by the racecourse executives. 
The existence of this suspicion, whether cor- 
rectly grounded or not we are in no position to 
say, has created dissatisfaction to the extent that 
the time is here when the owners of the courses 
should fully inform the public as to the pooling 
and the deductions, and do every possible thing 
to insure against cheating. 

Where the machines are in operation, the very 
latest devices for totalizing the wagers as they 
are made. displaying the totals on each runner 
and the grand totals of all the pool, stage by 
stage, until the pooling is completed, should be 
procured and installed. 

Under the Julius system, operating in France, 
ali of this is possible. Advices from France are 


to the effect that since the Julius system was 
put in at Longchamps, the receipts from the 
pooling has steadily improved. The reason is that 
the public is kept informed as to “the market” 
at all stages of the betting; has confidence in 
the working of the pools, and satisfaction with 
the dividends. 

In this connection it is pertinent to say that 
William Dondas has lately advised us of his dis- 
covery of a method to prevent absolutely any 
changing of reports from the ticket windows 
after the moment of closing sales. It would 
stand the owners of tracks well in hand to take 
up this subject with Mr. Dondas, since it would 
mean so very much more to them in the way of 
revenue and good will to have the suspicion re- 
moved, and to have a fully satisfied public. 


WHY NOT THE HORSE? 


ID you notice that in Liberty for the week 

ending August 24, no mention of the horse, 
horseback riding, polo, horse shows, nor of 
horseracing was made in the editorial under the 
caption “Sport for Everybody?’ The editorial 
writer for that publication which calls itself “a 
Weekly for Everybody” must be shy on knowledge 
and experience, otherwise he could not have writ- 
ten as he did, without including the horse and the 
sport he furnishes a vast number of persons the 
world over. 

Liberty’s editorial writer doesn’t know as much 
about what the horse means to sport as does 
“Forsooth” in The Remount. ‘Forsooth” tells 
us “there is another type of horseman coming 
rapidly to the fore in American sporting life,” 
and pictures him as the man who has by hard 
work made his competency, and quotes him as 
saying to the wife: 

“Well, Mother, let’s go look for a place in the 
country where we can live summers anyway and 
buy a few horses and learn to ride. We've 
worked hard and now it’s time we had some fun. 
We've got plenty of money, more than I ever 
thought we’d have, and we want to get the kids 
started off right.” 

Then ‘Forsooth” goes on to say: “Yes, there 
are many of these fine men and it’s great to 
know them. They want good horses for them- 
selves, and good ponies for the children, and 
pretty soon they get to showing in their local 
horse show (for where in America now is there 
a sporting community without its own horse 
show?) and they win some ribbons and fix up 
the saddle room and have trophies all over the 
mantlepiece in the living room and the next 
thing you know you see their entries in the hunt 
race meets. This is the new America.”

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HAS BEEN TRIED 


HOSE who support the idea that horses from 
America can be sent to England or that 


horses from England can come to America and 
successfully “run right off the boat” will find an 
opposite opinion in the following from the pen of 
“Mankato” in The Sporting Chronicle (Man- 
chester) July 6: 

“Prominence has been given to Mr. Hertz’s 
suggestion that an _ international champion 
weight-for-age race, called the America Cup, 
should be run over the Ascot Cup distance (2 1-2 
miles) at Chicago in July next year. 

“Such a project would be feasible were it not 
for the fact that Chicago is some 4,600 miles 
distant from any English training centre, and 
that after arrival an English, or French horse 
would need ample time to become accustomed 
to his new environment, and especially to work- 
ing and racing on circular, almost dead flat 
dirt tracks. 

“This would mean the loss of engagements at 
Epsom Summer Meeting, Ascot, Sandown, New- 
market July, Liverpool, Goodwood, Doncaster and 
Newmarket First October fixtures. 

“What would it profit Fairway, for example, 
if he won the America Cup of untold value in 
money and missed the honor and prestige of 
being an Ascot Cup hero? Simply nothing. 
Again, trainers of high-class English horses are 
not able to move camp for a few months on end. 
The public trainer has not only the upkeep of a 
costly establishment to consider, but also the 
interests of all his patrons to study. 

“Whilst he was watching his America Cup 
candidate ploughing up the dust of an American 
training track what would happen to budding 
two-year-olds and Derby and Oaks possibilities 
at his establishment at Newmarket or in the 
provinces? The private trainer for the large 
owner-breeder also has vast home interests at 
stake. Those who write so airily about sending 
out highest class horses to Chicago would do 
well to spend a little time looking over the pages 
of Races to Come. 

Unknown Derby Winner. 

“Thirty-six years ago a great effort was made 
to stage a race in Chicago—a race round which 
the whole bloodstock interests of the worla was 
to revolve. This was the American Derby of 
1893 run at Washinton Park. The value of the 
race, as advertised, far exceeded the English 
Derby values up to that date. Everyone inter- 
ested in bloodstock knew or has heard of Isin- 
glass, the English Derby winner of 1893, but 
even in America few could name the American 
Derby winner of that year. He was a colt called 
Boundless, and he defeated St. Leonards, Don 
Alonzo and Ramapo. 

“Another runner was the Duke of Beaufort’s 
Strathrose, by Highland Chief out of Queen of 
the Roses (dam of the Oaks winner, Reve d’Or). 
Don Alonzo and Ramapo subsequently were sent 
to England. Don Alonzo, a great, rough-looking, 
long-strided horse, showing unmistakable evi- 
dences in his conformation of the native Amer- 
ican strains in his ancestry, ran without success 
in selling races for his American importer. 
Eventually William I’Anson bought him for a few 
sovereigns. After many tries Don Alonzo won 
a race for him, and his attention was turned 
to jumping. Here he qualified for selling hunters’ 
flat-race plates, and won a few of these events. 

“Ramapo was quite a good-looking chestnut 
horse—though the back blocks of his pedigree 


were quite impossible—and as a four-year-old 
he was the best of his year in the United States. 
He came here as a six-year-old and ran fre- 
quently, but without success. 


“The Duke of Beaufort’s Strathrose was a very 
moderate colt, and I do not suppose he would 
have won the American Derby with the luck of 
the race in his favor. But the American jockeys 
and the assistant starter took good care of any 
small chance he might have had. Between them 
the jockeys bumped and pocketed Strathrose and 
Manser (who rode the colt) all through the race. 


No Kudos, 


“Strathrose was sent out to Chicago soon 
after the Liverpool Spring Meeting, and he re- 
turned to England in time to run last in the 
Cleveland Handicap with bottom weight in the 
St. Leger week. it will be gathered, therefore, 
that no kudos attached to the winning of the 
‘great’ American Derby of 1893, a Derby which 
was boosted and written up more extensively 
even than the miserable Papyrus—Zev fiasco 
of 30 years later. 

“Colonel ‘Nitrate’ North, florid in complexion 
and flamboyant in style, had no runner in the 
American Derby of 1893, but he felt impelled to 
send a string of horse out West in that year of 
the World’s Fair at Chicago. In the batch were 
High Commissioner, by Lowland Chief, Rough 
and Ready, by Quicklime, Sir Frederick Roberts, 
by Wisdom out of Candahar, Iddesleigh, by Uncas, 
and Arturo, by Petrarch. They did little good 
on American tracks, and for the most part re- 
turned home completely stumped up. 


“Many English horses have, of course, won in 
the United States, but the conditions in the two 
countries are so wide apart that visits of short 
duration to take part in important tests are al- 
most impossible. The English-bred Voter was so 
highly thought of after he won the Metropolitan 
Handicap at Morris Park in 1897 that Mr. Keene 
sent him to England next year. 

“The horse never took kindly to racing on 
English courses, and after a year’s residence was 
sent back to America, where on the New York 
circuit he won five or six races over sprinting 
distances. Other good winners in America which 
have failed utterly in England are Bassett (1878), 
Jean Burd (1896), Nasturtium (1899), Colin, and 
Fair Play. Colin could not be trained here, and 
Nasturtium turned a roarer. 

“Reigh Count’s achievement in the Ascot Cup 
was on a par with that of the American Kilmar- 
nock II, who ran second to Santoi in 1901, ex- 
cept that the field went a much better gallop this 
year than in,1901, when, although the going was 
hard, the time was slow, namely 4:39. 

“Foxhall, the winner of the Cambridgeshire and 
Cesarewitch for Mr. Keene in 1881, and the Ascot 
Cup from two very moderate animals in 1881, 
came here as a yearling. As did Mr. Lorrilard’s 
Derby and St. Leger Winner, Iroquois. Sir 
Martin, the best two-year-old of his year in 
America, arrived in England in the winter of 
1908-1909, and he won the first time out at New- 
market at the Second Spring Meeting. 

“Many think he would have carried off the 
Derby won by Minoru if he had not fallen when 
making the descent to Tattenham Corner. But 
the point is that Iroquois, Foxhall and Sir Martin 
were sent here as residents to be trained for their 
English engagements. They did not arrive as 
ephemeral visitors to gather the sweets of victory, 
one day here and next month in the United 
States.”

EARLING Thoroughbreds sold at Saratoga 
Springs, under the auspices of the Fasig- 

Tipton Company, this August averaged $682.72 

better than August of last year. The total num- 

ber sold was 515 head for $1,878,050, as against 

551 head for $1,633,100 last year. Thus there 

was a gain of $244,950 for 36 fewer lots. The 

average this year was $3,646.60 as against 
$2,963.88 last year. The following is the com- 
parative table of sales by evenings.

Carr & Piatt’s average was $5,173.33 for fifteen. 
A. B. Hancock, who had the second largest con- 
signment, averaged $5,003.44 for 58, his total be- 
ing $290,200. Col. W. S. Dudley averaged 
$4,140 for five. Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s average 
for 25 was $3,920.

The govern- 
ment has abandoned the ad valorem principle 
altogether in the matter of bets taxes and it has 
been announced that it is not intended to proceed 
with the proposed tax on telephones for starting 
price bookmakers.

Thistle Fyrn, Lane Allen, Shasta Lad and 
Lincoln Plaut were sent from Chicago and turned 
out August 22 at Thistleton, the farm of their 
owner, George Collins, near Frankfort, Ky. 

For striking Jockey Schutte with a whip dur- 
ing the running of the last race at Hawthorne 
August 20, Jockey Shropshire was suspended for 
the remainder of the meeting. Mild punishment. 

Ernest Saunderson, who had raced a small 
string of horses for the past twenty years or 
more on tracks in America and Canada, died of 
liver trouble in Havre de Grace (Md.) Hospital, 
August 16. 

Nastern owners are being invited to winter 
their horses at Columbia. S. C., and the Chamber 
of Commerce there is offering to provide stalls 
at the old fair grounds, and will build new ones 
if necessary. 

Mac Maxim, Red Briar, Fair Lark, owned by 
H. G. Bedwell, and Lady Marie, also trained by 
H. G. Bedwell, each won a race at Long Branch, 
Toronto, August 21. and all were ridden by Jock- 
ey W. Cannon.

Admiral Cary T. Grayson departed August 24 
for London to attend a medical conference, after 
which he will see some of the breeding establish- 
ments of France and England and be back in 
time for the racing at Laurel.

At several of the meetings this summer the 
starting time for the first race was fixed at 3 
o'clock.

; Boris, a 3-year-old belonging to W. Raphael, 
is undergoing a course of sea treatment as a 
remedy for rheumatism. 

Artist’s Proof, always a delicate horse and 
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hard to train, having gone amiss, has been 
withdrawn from the St. Leger. 


Steve Donoghue is recovering rapidly enough 
to support the opinion of Dr. Romer, his physi- 
cian, that he will soon return to the saddle. 

Miss Iris Rickaby, accomplished rider, sister- 
in-law to Walter Griggs, trainer, is to be married 
in September at Hove to Keith Piggott, steeple- 
chase jockey. 

At a number of meetings the price of ad- 
mission, including the two-shillings entertainment 
tay has been reduced to 17 shillings, for ad- 
mittance to the Tattersall’s rings. 


The license of Trainer O’Sullivan has been 
withdrawn by the Jockey Club after investigation 
into Cheerio’s running in the Bibury Cup and 
previous races. O’Sullivan is an Australian. 

It is announced that at the Berkshire meeting 
September 28 and 30, the “tote” will be installed, 
admission to “Tat’s’” reduced to 17 shillings, and 
a free program will be given to each visitor. 

The stewards of the Jockey Club have given 
notice that the charge for admission to the 
grandstand and paddock for the Newmarket 
October meetings will be reduced from £1 to 
15 shillings.

At Tussaud’s, which was instituted in England 
90 years ago, many of the most famous figures 
in sports of all times are to be seen modeled 
in wax. The Turf is represented by Lord Derby 
and the great jockeys, Fred Archer and Steve 
Donoghue.

Francis Edward de la Mare, 66, English book- 
maker, who was gassed in his home at Brighton, 
was adjudged by a jury to have been a suicide 
while temporarily deranged. He had been work- 
ing at both the horse and dog tracks, putting 
in fifteen hours per day. In his youth he had 


run away to America, and on his return became 


a bookmaker and was known as “Bunny 
Christie.’”” No will has been found. 
James Sutters, noted English commission 


agent, has been appointed manager of a com- 
pany formed by prominent English bookmakers 
for the purpose of offering credit betting facili- 
ties on a profit-sharing basis to backers of horses 
at prices returned by the “tote” at the tracks, 
except that in minor races the limit is 33 to 
1 straight and 10 to 1 place (first, second or 
third), and on ante-post betting races 100 to 1 
to win and 25 to 1 a place.
